1. On 15 August 1950, 3 (?) 250-ton LCii-type vessels arrived at ‘Mhampoa from 
Hainan with 22 cases of documents from the Ilainan Military and lolitical 
Administration, 7 cases of "take-over" inventorics of the Ilainan tdlitary 
Control Commission (CC), 60 cases of silver coin and bricks, 12 cases of 
gold, 23 cases of radio equipment, 80 cases of parts for generators and a 
"mountain digger" (wa shan chi = 745 ui4%).# On the same day, 100 Canton 
police convoyed this cargo to the Mwangtun¢e Provincial Government. On 
16 August the carpo was transferred to the MGC to await shipment north. 


2. On 15 Aupust, 12 enpine lathes and an unlmotm quantity of 43.5~ton derricks 
and rails originally shipped from Shanghai. and Mankow to the Ch'iung Yai
